That 
is, each of the Specie groupings articulated by the associated Figure(s), supra, has been 
described by the Applicant's specification as being exclusive and distinct from the other 
Groupings. 

It is noted that Figures 10-1 1 can be applicable to both Species I and //, and as such, will 
be examined with either election of Species I or II. 

Moreover, the Applicant has not established that each of the aforementioned Species are 
not separately patentable, nor has Applicant submitted evidence or identified such evidence now 
of record showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. If the Applicant were to include such a statement, the election requirement would be 
withdrawn. In either instance, however, if the Examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 of 
the other invention.
